Ban On Birth Control 
Reiterated By Pope 


VATICAN CITY (A P )- Pope 
Paul VI today banned toe con­ 
traceptive pill and all other me­ 
chanical and chemical means of 
birth control tor the world’s 
half a billion-or-more-Catho­ 
lics. 
“ Every marital act must re­ 
main open to the transmission 
of life,” the Pope declared in 
a key sentence of his long- 
delayed encyclical letter on one 


of the most conti oversial Issues 
facing the church today. 
“ To destroy even only partial­ 
ly the significance of inter­ 
course and its end is contra­ 
dictory to the plan of God and 
to his will,” the pontiff de­ 
clared. 


This appeared to rule out the 
possibility of any future accept­ 
ance by Pope Paul of contra­ 
ception 
for 
any 
reason and 
seemed to imply disapproval of 
the constant use of the rhythm 
method of periodic abstinence, 
the only metí nri o f birth control 
previously sanctioned by the 
church. 
Although demands for liberal­ 
ization of the church's policy 
have grown steadily in recent 
years, the Pope’s decision to 
continue the past policy had been 
predicted and was generally 
expected. 


The Pope's decision rejects 
the view of the m ajority of the 
75-m em ber commission he ap­ 
pointed to advise him on birth 
control policy. 
The majority 
recommended in June 1966 that 
the ban on contraception be 
eased, and the Pope named an­ 
other commission to investigate 
some more. 
The Pope's conservative con­ 
clusion is expected to touch off 
a new explosion of worldwide 
controversy 
among Catholics 
and non -Catholics.

Viet Cong 
Blow Up 
Planes

SAIGON (AP) -V ie t Cong In­ 
filtrators in loincloths attacked 
a U.S. air base today and blew 
up $6 million worth of planes. 
The attack on the Tuy Hoa air 
base, on the central coast of 
Souh Vietnam 295 miles north­ 
east of Saigon, was the third on 
an American air base in South­ 
east Asia in three days. It 
raised U.S. aircraft casualties 
since last Monday to the unu­ 
sually high total of 12 planes 
lost-including nine downed over 
North 
or South Vietnam and 
four badly damaged. 
Air Force officers at Tuy Hoa 
said about nine Viet Cong got 
into the base and all were 
killed. One American was r e ­ 
ported wounded. 
Reports from Tuy Hoa said the 
Viet Cong slipped into 
the 
base under cover of abrief m or­ 
ta r and rocket attack shortly 
after midnight. Firing rocket- 
propelled grenades and hurling 
satchel charges, they destroyed 
two four-engine C130 transport 
planes and badly damaged an 
F 100 Supersabre fighter-bomb­ 
e r. Several other transports 
were slightly damaged, U.S. of­ 
ficers said. 
Tuy Hoa is the home of the 
31st Tactical Fighter Wing, an 
outfit of about lOOSipersabres. 
Among Air National Guard units 
which arrived in Vietnam in 
June, the 188thTactical Fighter 
Squadron from New Mexico and 
the 136th from Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. Neither unit had any cas­ 
ualties. 
On Friday night, infiltrators 
got into the Udorn air base in 
northern Thailand and badly 
damaged two planes, while a 
rocket attack on the Da Nang 
air base destroyed one jet fight­ 
er-bom ber and badly damaged 
another.

Viet Cong 
Blow Up 
Planes

SAIGON (AP) —Viet Cong in­ 
filtrators in loincloths attacked 
a U.S, air base today and blew 
up $6 million worth of planes. 
The attack on the Tuy Hoa air 
base, on the central coast of 
Souh Vietnam 295 miles north­ 
east of Saigon, was the third on 
an American air base in South­ 
east Asia in three days. It 
raised U.S. aircraft casualties 
since last Monday to the unu­ 
sually high total of 12 planes 
lost -including nine downed over 
North 
or South Vietnam and 
four badly damaged. 
Air Force officers at Tuy Hoa 
said about nine Viet Cong got 
into the base and all were 
killed. One American was re­ 
ported wounded. 
Reports from Tuy Hoa said the 
Viet Cong slipped into 
the 
base undercover of a brief mor­ 
tar and rocket attack shortly 
after midnight. Firing rocket- 
propelled grenades and hurling 
satchel charges, they destroyed 
two four-engine C130 transport 
planes and badly damaged an 
F 100 Supersabre fighter-bomb­ 
er. Several other transports 
were slightly damaged, UJ5. of­ 
ficers said. 
Tuy Hoa is the home of the 
31st Tactical Fighter Wing, an 
outfit of about lOOSupersabres. 
Among Air National Guard units 
which arrived in Vietnam in 
June, the 188th Tactical Fighter 
Squadron from New Mexico and 
the 136th from Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. Neither unit had any cas­ 
ualties. 
On Friday night, infiltrators 
got into the Udorn air base in 
northern Thailand and badly 
damaged two planes, while a 
rocket attack on the Da Nang 
air base destroyed one jet fight­ 
er-bomber and badly damaged 
another.

Eucalyptus Is 
Found In Many 
Different Types 


It would be difficult to envi­ 
sion a California without eucal­ 
yptus. 
Trees of this family 
can be spotted in almost every 
corner of the state. They seem 
to be “ natives,” but in ac­ 
tuality they are from Austral­ 
ia. Were it not for their abil­ 
ity to acclimate themselves to 
the golden state, the California 
landscape would be without a 
great deal of beauty and grace. 
Over 30 different eucalyptus 
varieties are available to the 
gardener 
who 
care to seek 
them out. 
Probably the most commonly 
seen eucalyptus is the giant blue 
gum. This likes spacious plant­ 
ing areas not to be found in 
today's gardens. 
There is a 
compact variety that is excel­ 
lent for the landscape. This one 
is planted extensively along 
highways 
as an attractive 
shrubby screen. 
The compact 
blue gum is quick-growing to 
20-25 feet. Use it as a screen 
or windbreak. 
It serves nice­ 
ly as a single specimen tree, 
too. 
White gum is another giant 
member of the family. It is a 
beautiful tree with a smooth 
white trunk, and has a spread­ 
ing head of green and a grace­ 
ful pendulous habit. Its growth 
habits dictate a parklike set­ 
ting for planting. 
For the city gardener there is 
the lemon scented gum. A tree 
of refinement, it has a smooth 
white trunk; its long, pointed 
leaves have a lemon scent to 
them when crushed. 
It achie­ 
ves good height-not overpower­ 
ing. 
There are several of the mem­ 
bers of the family that deserve 
the name silver dollar tree. 
Yet it seems sure that the 
variety most commonly refer­ 
red to as such is a slender, 
modest tree which also answers 
to the names of dollarleaf gum 
and silver mountain gum. 
A 
big attraction is the unique fol­ 
iage, which is valued for “ cut 
fresh” use in floral arrange­ 
ments. Treated in glycerin, the 
foliage takes on a hard-to-beat, 
long-lasting, attractiveness. Its 
silvery leaves and the contrast 
its foliage color lends to the 
garden is a striking landscape 
effect. 
The 
redbox 
gum 
is also 
called 
silver dollar gum by 
some. 
It is a taller-growing 
tree and the limbs are reddish 
in color. 
It is an attractive, 
refined tree and boasts gray- 
green foliage. 
Handsome heads of bloom 
adorn the flowering eucalyptus. 
Of these, 
probably the most 
planted in California is the 
red iron bark. 
This claims 
its name from the ruddy com­ 
plexion of its trunk. The flow­ 
ers are a rosy pink, starting 
in winter and carrying into ear­ 
ly summer. The foliage, often 
bronzed in the winter, is a 
handsome sight in itself. Habit 
of growth is slender and grace­ 
ful. 
Scarlet floweringeucalyptus is 
a round-headed tree. 
It pro­ 
duces red or pink flowers much 
of the year, with heaviest con­ 
centration in spring and sum­ 
mer. This is 
an 
excellent 
street tree and a good choice 
for any spot in the garden.

Responsible Beings 
Earn Their Freedom 


By DOROTHY RICKER 
RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILI­ 
TIES 
TOGETHER 
CREATE 
FREEDOM 
Today's teens cannot remem­ 
ber a time when this country 
was not in an uproar over 
the insistent clamor for rights 
and riotous demonstrations de­ 
manding that some individuals 
have more freedom from con­ 
ventional rules and regulations. 
The span of teen-agers' mem­ 
ories cannot reach back to the 
time when this country was bet­ 
ter organized, when it had a 
more positive 
character and 
singleness of purpose. In these 
time s teens con stantly hear cri - 
tics of this country, not just 
street demonstrators, but pro­ 
minent leaders as well, who 
point out an endless variety of 
national faults, each critic de­ 
manding his own particular 
brand of drastic correction. 


It won't be long until today's 
teens are the adults who run 
this country. Fight now they are 
on the verge of maturity and 
need to develop some firm at­ 
titudes about life— something 
more than just wishy-washy 
wondering and waiting to see 
what happens next. 
It's time 
that every boy and girl tried 
to establish his own code of 
beliefs about the countless na­ 
tional and personal problems 
with which he must live. 
Where do you start? Of the 
many demands for changes in 
the American way of life, how 
do you decide which demands 
are right and should be sup­ 
ported and which are out of o r­ 
der? 
I suggest a useful yard­ 
stick with which to measure 
the merits of all demands for 
rights and for more personal 
freedom. It is the yardstick of 
personal responsibility. Has 
the person who is demanding 
more rights and freedom first 
fulfilled his responsibilities to 
others, to the best of his ab­ 
ility? Rights and responsibil­ 
ity go together. The two are In­ 
separable. 
It is impossible to 
consider one without the other. 
In your daily life as a teen­ 
ager, for example, you have 
certain rights, but each of them 
is tied to some responsibility 
on your part. Since your par­ 
ents brought you into this world, 
it is your right to have a home 
to grow up in, providing shel­ 
ter, food, companionship and 
comfort according to the fam­ 
ily's circumstances. But this is 
your right only as long as you 
accept your responsibility to 


others in the family: the re s­ 
ponsibility of doing your part 
to see that the others derive 
full benefits from the home, too. 


If you are a trustworthy teen - 
ager, you have the right to a 
certain amount of privacy in the 
home, in your mail and in your 
phone calls. 
You have the 
right to make friends outside of 
the family, according to your 
age, learning how to get along 
with others by first-hand ex­ 
perience. 
But here again, all 
of these personal rights are 
yours only if you are respon­ 
sible for your conduct and ob­ 
serve the family's standards 
while on your own. You have 
the right to an education, the 
best the family can afford, but it 
is strictly your responsibility 
to do the necessary work to 
convert the opportunity for an 
education into learning you can 
use. 


These various responsibilities 
of yours as a teen -ager are not 
listed here as dreary remind­ 
ers of your obligations to your 
family or to the community. 
Instead, it is simply to demon­ 
strate the principle that every­ 
body must accept responsibili­ 
ties before they can expect any 
rights. Responsibility without 
rights is slavery. Rights with­ 
out responsibility is absurd. 
The two are inseparably tied 
together. 
Through the remainder of your 
teen years you will hear much 
controversy about rights, new 
personal freedom of expres­ 
sion, new moral codes and many 
other departures from form er­ 
ly established patterns of liv­ 
ing. 
With the wisdom of ten 
thousand Solomons you cannot 
foresee how it will all come out. 
Some of the changes are needed 
and will be beneficial; some are 
not needed but will be put in 
force anyhow, by one fluke or 
another. 
In the long run, you 
will find the rights which are 
justified and should be support­ 
ed are only those accorded to 
people who fulfill their respon­ 
sibilities, both personal 
and 
public, to the best of their in­ 
dividual abilities.

Eucalyptus Is 
Found In Many 
Different Types 


Responsible Beings

Gardener’s 
Checklist 


It would be difficult to envi­ 
sion a California without eucal­ 
yptus. 
Trees of this family 
can be spotted in almost every 
corner of the state. They seem 
to be *’natives,” but In ac­ 
tuality they are from Austral­ 
ia. Were lt not for their abil­ 
ity to acclimate themselves to 
the golden state, the California 
landscape would be without a 
great deal of beauty and grace. 
Over 30 different eucalyptus 
varieties are available to the 
gardener who care to seek 
them out. 
Probably the most commonly 
seen eucalyptus is the giant blue 
gum. This likes spacious plant - 
ing areas not to be found in 
today's gardens. 
There is a 
compact variety that is excel­ 
lent for the landscape. This one 
is planted extensively along 
highways 
as 
an attractive 
shrubby screen. The compact 
blue gum Is quick-growing to 
20-25 feet. Use lt as a screen 
or windbreak. It serves nice­ 
ly as a single specimen tree, 
too. 
White gum is another giant 
member of the family. It is a 
beautiful tree with a smooth 
white trunk, and has a spread­ 
ing head of green and a grace­ 
ful pendulous habit. Its growth 
habits dictate a parklike set­ 
ting for planting. 
For the city gardener there is 
the lemon scented gum. A tree 
of refinement, it has a smooth 
white trunk; its long, pointed 
leaves have a lemon scent to 
them when crushed. It achie­ 
ves good height—not overpower­ 
ing. 
There are several of the mem­ 
bers of the family that deserve 
the name silver dollar tree. 
Yet It seems sure that the 
variety most commonly refer­ 
red to as such is a slender, 
modest tree which also answers 
to the names of dollarleaf gum 
and silver mountain gum. A 
big attraction is the unique fol­ 
iage, which is valued for “ cut 
fresh" use in floral arrange­ 
ments. Treated In glycerin, toe 
foliage takes on a hard-to-beat, 
long-busting, attractiveness. Its 
silvery leaves and the contrast 
its foliage color lends to the 
garden is a striking landscape 
effect. 
The 
redbox 
gum 
is also 
called silver dollar gum by 
some. 
It is a taller-growing 
tree and toe limbs are reddish 
in color. 
It is an attractive, 
refined tree and boasts gray- 
green foliage. 
Handsome heads of bloom 
adorn toe flowering eucalyptus. 
Of these, probably toe most 
planted in California is the 
red iron bark. 
This claims 
its name from toe ruddy com­ 
plexion of its trunk. The flow­ 
ers are a rosy pink, starting 
in winter and carrying into ear­ 
ly summer. The foliage, often 
bronzed in toe winter, is a 
handsome sight In Itself. Habit 
of growth is slender and grace­ 
ful. 
Scarlet floweringeucalyptus is 
a round-headed tree. It pro­ 
duces réd or pink flowers much 
of the year, with heaviest con­ 
centration in spring and sum­ 
mer. This is an excellent 
street tree and a good choice 
for any spot in toe garden.

others in the family: the res­ 
ponsibility of doing your part 
to see that the others derive 
full benefits from toe home, too. 
Today's teens cannot remem­ 
ber a time when this country 
was not in an uproar over 
toe insistent clamor for rights 
and riotous demonstrations de­ 
manding that some individuals 
have more freedom from con­ 
ventional rules and regulations. 
Tire span of teen-agers' mem­ 
ories cannot reach back to toe 
time when this country was bet­ 
ter organized, when it had a 
more positive character and 
singleness of purpose. In these 
time s teen s con stantly hear cri - 
tics of this country, not just 
street demonstrators, but pro­ 
minent leaders as well, who 
point out an endless variety of 
national faults, each critic de­ 
manding his own particular 
brand of drastic correction. 


It won't be long until today's 
teens are tire adults who run 
this country. Fight now they are 
on the verge of maturity and 
need to develop some firm at­ 
titudes about life— something 
more toan Just wishy-washy 
wondering and waiting to see 
what happens next. It's time 
that every boy and girl tried 
to establish his own code of 
beliefs about the countless na­ 
tional and personal problems 
with which he must live. 
Where do you start? Of the 
many demands for changes in 
the American way of life, how 
do you decide which demands 
are right and should be sup­ 
ported and which are out of or­ 
der? I suggest a useful yard­ 
stick with which to measure 
the merits of all demands for 
rights and for more personal 
freedom. It is the yardstick of 
personal responsibility. Has 
the person who is demanding 
more rights and freedom first 
fulfilled his responsibilities to 
others, to toe best of his ab­ 
ility? Rights and responsibil­ 
ity go together. The two are in­ 
separable. It is impossible to 
consider one without the other, 
to your daily life as a teen­ 
ager, for example, you have 
certain rights, but each of them 
is tied to some responsibility 
on your part. Since your par­ 
ents brought you into tots world, 
it is your right to have a home 
to grow up in, providing shel­ 
ter, food, companionship and 
comfort according to toe fam­ 
ily's circumstances. But this is 
your right only as long as you 
accept your responsibility to 


If you are a trustworthy teen­ 
ager, you have the right to a 
certain amount of privacy in the 
home, in your mail and in your 
phone calls. 
You have the 
right to make friends outside of 
the family, according to your 
age, learning how to get along 
with others by first-hand ex­ 
perience. But here again, all 
of these personal rights are 
yours only if you are respon­ 
sible for your conduct and ob­ 
serve the family's standards 
while on your own.

With the wisdom of ten 
thousand Solomons you cannot 
foresee how it will all come out.

In the long run, you 
will find the rights which are 
justified and should be support­ 
ed are only those accorded to 
people who fulfill their respon­ 
sibilities, both personal and 
public, to the best of their in­ 
dividual abilities.

Riot Commission Ends Probe 
After Making Second Report

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
National Advisory Commission 
on Civil Disorders went out of 
business today— one year, sev­ 
eral hundred thousand words 
and $1.5 million after President 
Johnson created it. 
Sniper fire still whined in the 
streets of Detroit on July 29, 
1967 when Johnson called the 
commission 
together at the 
White House and charged it 
with trying to learn “what hap­ 
pened? 
What can be done to 
prevent it from happening again 
and again?” 
The commission, headed by 
former Illinois Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner and representing nearly all 
the colors of the political spec- 
turn, issued its first report 
last March. 
Another report was released 
over the weekend and said new 
studies show rioters to be re ­ 
presentative of urban Negro 
youth and not just “ riff-raff” 
and criminals. 
The report also said that 18 
per cent of ghetto residents take 
part in riots, a far larger per­ 
centage than originaly estim at­ 
ed. 
The latest report, expected to 
be the last bearing the commis­ 
sion seal, was a compilation of 
three 
studies by 
seperate 


groups. 
It was issued without 
comment. 
The original report ran some 
240,000 words and was the work 
of 150 fulltime paid staffers as 
well as the 11 commissioned 
members. 
The report called for a mas­ 
sive program to provide hous­ 
ing, education and jobs for the 
nation’s Negroes. 
The report sparked almost 
immediate controversy. 
F or­ 
mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon said it placed undue em­ 
phasis on the role of white rac­ 
ists while all but ignoring the 
guilt of rioters. 
Vice 
President Hubert H. 
Humphrey said the report “ was 
open to challenge.” 
President Johnson had told 
the commission when he creat­ 
ed it: 


“ V a r i o u s 
Administrations 
have formed commissions that 
were expected to put the stamp 
of approval on what the Admin­ 
istration already believed. This 
is not such a commission.” 
When the report came out, 
Johnson termed it “ thorough” 
and “ exhaustive” but declined 
to respond to numerous calls 
for a major presidential en­ 
dorsement 
that might spur 
Congress to quick reaction. 


Legislation was introduced in 
both the House and Senate em­ 
bodying most of the report’s 
recommendations. 
But there 
has been no action on any of it 
and none is likely in this ses­ 
sion. 
“ In my judgment, the princi­ 
pal reason for the absence of 
any action rests with the Con­ 
gress of the United States,” 
New York Mayor John Lindsay, 
vice chairman of the commis­ 
sion, has said. 


The report issued the past 
weekend was described as a 
supplement to the earlier re ­ 
port. A staff aide said the com­ 
mission 
has contracted for 
studies by various agencies and 
that other reports will come out 
in the future, but probably won’t 
be officially labeled a. a prod­ 
uct of the riot commission. 


Two of the surveys in the 
most recent report cover Negro 
and white attitudes in 15 major 
cities and the third sets out a 
profile of participants in 1967 
riots. 


One survey said that 18 per 
cent of Negro residents of riot 
areas took part in disorders, 
that 1 per cent were from out 
state and that 4 per cent were 
from outside the city.

Riot Commission Ends Probe 
After Making Second Report

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
National Advisory Commission 
on Civil Disorders went out of 
business today— one year, sev­ 
eral hundred thousand words 
and $1.5 million after President 
Johnson created it. 
Sniper fire still whined in the 
streets of Detroit on July 29, 
1967 when Johnson called the 
commission 
together at the 
White House and charged it 
with trying to learn “what hap­ 
pened? 
What can be done to 
prevent it from happening again 
and again?” 
The commission, headed by 
former Illinois Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner and representing nearly all 
the colors of the political spec- 
tum, issued its first report 
last March. 
Another report was released 
over the weekend and said new 
studies show rioters to be re ­ 
presentative of urban Negro 
youth and not just “ riff-raff” 
and criminals. 
The report also said that 18 
per cent of ghetto residents take 
part in riots, a far larger per­ 
centage than originaly estim at­ 
ed. 
The latest report, expected to 
be the last bearing the commis­ 
sion seal, was a compilation of 
three 
studies by 
seperate 


groups. 
It was issued without 
comment. 
The original report ran some 
240,000 words and was the work 
of 150 fulltime paid staffers as 
well as the 11 commissioned 
members. 
The report called for a mas­ 
sive program to provide hous­ 
ing, education and jobs for the 
nation’s Negroes. 
The report sparked almost 
immediate controversy. 
For­ 
mer Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon said it placed undue em­ 
phasis on the role of white rac­ 
ists while all but ignoring the 
guilt of rioters. 
Vice 
President Hubert H. 
Humphrey said the report “ was 
open to challenge.” 
President Johnson had told 
the commission when he creat­ 
ed it: 


“ V a r i o u s 
Administrations 
have formed commissions that 
were expected to put the stamp 
of approval on what the Admin­ 
istration already believed. This 
is not such a commission.” 
When the report came out, 
Johnson termed it “ thorough” 
and “ exhaustive” but declined 
to respond to numerous calls 
for a major presidential en­ 
dorsement 
that might spur 
Congress to quick reaction. 


Legislation was introduced in 
both the House and Senate em ­ 
bodying most of the report’s 
recommendations. 
But there 
has been no action on any of it 
and none is likely in this ses­ 
sion. 
“ In my judgment, the princi­ 
pal reason for the absence of 
any action rests with the Con­ 
gress of the United States,” 
New York Mayor John Lindsay, 
vice chairman of the commis­ 
sion, has said. 


The report issued the past 
weekend was described as a 
supplement to the earlier re ­ 
port. A staff aide said the com - 
mission 
has contracted for 
studies by various agencies and 
that other reports will come out 
in the future, but probably won’t 
be officially labeled a: a prod­ 
uct of the riot commission. 


Two of the surveys in the 
most recent report cover Negro 
and white attitudes in 15 major 
cities and the third sets out a 
profile of participants in 1967 
riots. 


One survey said that 18 per 
cent of Negro residents of riot 
areas took part in disorders, 
that 1 per cent were from out 
state and that 4 per cent were 
from outside the city.

On Need For Ambulance Transmitter 
When Tehama County Sheriff Lyle W illiam s suggested to the 
board of supervisors last week that his departm ent be authorized 
to buy two am bulances and that all em ergency calls be handled 
by his staff of deputies, he caught everyone by su rp rise. 
Tehama County C oroner Andy W ard, who m aintains a private 
ambulance service, did just what everyone would expect under 
the circum stances . . . denounced the plan as infringement of 
the rights of private en terp rise. 


Ward said that it would be im possible to run an ambulance 
service in this county of only 28,000 or so population and make it 
a successful business unless the em ergency calls were retained 
as part of the enterp rise. 


W ard, and presum ably all oí the others at the meeting except 
Sheriff W illiam s, had 
expected that the principal subject to be 
discussed would be whether o r not the sh eriff should allow the 
coroner to install a radio tran sm itte r in another of his am bulances. 


Previously, the sheriff had not only denied W ard’s request 
to duplicate the tran sm itte r installation W ard now has in one 
of his em ergency vehicles, but had stated that at the end of this 
month (this W ednesday) 
W ard would no longer be retained on 
the sam e radio band with the sheriff’s departm ent and the Red 
Bluff and Com ing Police D epartm ents. 


Both officials cited regulations which, according to them, 
substantiated their respective positions. 


W hether or not the county should go into the ambulance 
business now is a m atter which the su p erv iso rs must determ ine. 
. . presum ably after much study. 


The vital point . . . for the citizens of Tehama County . . . 
and we are sure both officials consider them above all else- 
is that there be no lapse in the very b est em ergency service 
that we can maintain for all the people of th is county. 


Sheriff W illiam s hit the nail soundly when he said that he 
agreed with the Daily New s’ editorial stand that all em ergency 
ambulances should be equipped with two-way radios. 


It is our belief that the long-range problem s of this controversy 
can be settled amicably by our supervisors. 


The sheriff can now make a fine contribution to his constituents 
by allowing a continuation of the radio service in our em er­ 
gency vehicles. 
Other aspects of the problem will take tim e.

IF A tuberculin test is posi­ 
tive does it mean that the per­ 
son has tuberculosis ? 
This is a m ost important 
problem that deserves to be 
free of the confusion and fear 
associated 
with 
it. 
When 
mothers are told their children 
need 
a 
tuberculin 
test 
it 
strikes 
terror 
in their hearts 
b e c a u s e the 
word itself is 
so frightening-. 
T h e r e is no 
foundation for 
this. 
The tubercu­ 
lin t e s t is a 
skin t e s t , or 
p a t c h 
test, 
done with a weakened portion 
of the tubercle bacillus, the 
germ that can cause active 
tuberculosis. When a positive 
skin test is “read” by the doc­ 
tor, it only means that at some 
time during his life, the person 
had been infected either mildly 
or severely by tuberculosis. A 
positive test does not mean 
that active tuberculosis exists 
at the time of the test. 
W hat then is the purpose of 
this test, if it is not to estab­ 
lish the presence of the dis­ 
ease? It means that some of 
the shadows seen by X-ray can 
more readily be explained even 
in the absence of active tuber­ 
culosis. 
A positive test alerts doc­ 
tors and shows the need to 
have all members of a family 
X-rayed at regular yearly in­ 
tervals, to be sure that no 
active infection is present. 
H ie actual diagnosis of tu­ 
berculosis 
is 
made 
by 
the 
study of the sputum, and by 
clinical and X-ray examination 
of the chest. An important 
thought m ust be stated. It is 
a misconception that tubercu­ 
losis is a disease that no long­ 
er exists. This is wrong. The 
control and cure is better to­ 
day than it was 30 years ago, 
but chronic coughs, unusual 
fatigdfe and loss of w eight are 
symptoms that plead to be 
recognised

than 
ne­ 
glected.

W hat is Raynaud's D isease ? 


Is it a dangerous condition? 
The question of danger fre­ 
quently comes up when a spe­ 
cific disease is mentioned. All 


disease in any organ of the 
body 
is 
a 
departure 
from 
health. The danger of a dis­ 
ease depends on the severity 
of the condition, its duration 
and frequently, the neglect of 
its early symptoms. 
Raynaud's Disease is an un­ 
usual condition in which the 
blood vessels to the hands and 
feet go into severe spasm and 
thus cut off the vital blood 
supply that nourishes the tis­ 
sues. If the supply of blood 
and life-giving oxygen that it 
carries is interrupted, the tips 
of the fingers, the toes, the 
ear lobes, the nose and the 
cheeks turn whitish blue. If 
the spasm is not controlled, 
gangrene, or the death of this 
tissue, may follow. 
Raynaud’s 
Disease 
occurs 
more frequently in women and 
has a few known and many 
more unknown causes. Tobac­ 
co undoubtedly is responsible 
for spasm of the arteries in 
this and many other types of 
circulatory disturbances. Se­ 
vere emotional upsets are con­ 
sidered important though not 
nearly as important as tobac­ 
co. Exposure to coldness and 
dampness further intensifies 
the spasm of the arteries lead­ 
ing to “end surfaces” like the 
tips of the fingers, toes and 
nose. Some drugs are known 
to cause spasm in blood ves­ 
sels. Adrenalin, for example, 
contracts blood vessels and, in 
a person with Raynaud’s Dis­ 
ease, may be responsible for 
further reducing the size of 
the artery and cutting off the 
blood supply. 
There is a remarkable net­ 
work of tiny nerves that sur­ 
round blood vessels. This is 
known as the sympathetic and 
para-sympathetic nervous sys­ 
tem. In severe cases of Ray­ 
naud’s Disease surgery is often 
successfully performed on this 
nerve network.

When Tehama County Sheriff Lyle W illiam s suggested to the 
board of supervisors last week that his department be authorized 
to buy two ambulances and that all emergency calls be handled 
by his staff of deputies, he caught everyone by surprise. 
Tehama County Coroner Andy W ard, who maintains a private 
ambulance service, did Just what everyone would expect under 
the circumstances . . . denounced the plan as infringement of 
the rights of private enterprise. 


W ard said that it would be im possible to run an ambulance 
service in this county of only 28,000 or so population and make it 
a successful business unless the emergency calls were retained 
as part of the enterprise. 


W ard, and presumably all of the others at the meeting except 
Sheriff W illiam s, had 
expected that the principal subject to be 
discussed would be whether or not the sheriff should allow the 
coroner to install a radio transm itter in another of his ambulances. 


Previously, the sheriff had not only denied W ard’s request 
to duplicate the transm itter installation W ard now has in one 
of his emergency vehicles, but had stated that at the end of this 
month (this Wednesday) 
Ward would no longer be retained on 
the same radio band with the sheriff’s department and the Red 
Bluff and Corning Police Departments. 


Both officials cited regulations which, according to them, 
substantiated their respective positions. 


Whether or not the county should go into the ambulance 
business now is a m atter which the supervisors must determine. 
. . presumably after much study.

is that there be no lapse in the very best emergency service 
that we can maintain for all the people of this county.

germ that can cause active 
tuberculosis. W hen & positive 
skin test is ’’read” by the doc­ 
tor, it only means that at some 
tim e during his life, the person 
had been infected either mildly 
or severely by tuberculosis. A 
positive test does not mean 
th at active tuberculosis exists 
at the time of the test 
W h at then is the purpose of 
this test, if it is not to estab­ 
lish the presence of the dis­ 
ease? It means that some of 
the shadows seen by X-ray can 
more readily be explained even 
in the absence of active tuber­ 
culosis. 
A positive test alerts doc­ 
tors and shows the need to 
have all members of a fam ily 
X-rayed at regular yearly in­ 
tervals, to be sure that no 
active infection is present. 
The actual diagnosis of tu­ 
berculosis is 
made 
by 
the 
study of the sputum, and by 
clinical and X-ray examination 
of the chest. A n important 
thought must be stated. It is 
a misconception that tubercu­ 
losis is a disease that no long­ 
er exists. This is wrong. The 
control and cure is better to­ 
day than it was 30 years ago, 
but chronic coughs, unusual 
fatigtlft and loss of weight are

health. The danger of a dis­ 
ease depends on the severity 
of the condition, its duration 
and frequently, the neglect of 
its early symptoms. 
Raynaud’s Disease is an un­ 
usual condition in which the 
blood vessels to the hands and 
feet go into severe spasm and 
thus cut off the vita l blood 
supply that nourishes the tis­ 
sues. If the supply of blood 
and life-giving oxygen that it 
carries is interrupted, the tips 
of the fingers, the toes, the 
ear lobes, the nose and the 
cheeks turn w hitish blue.

Some drugs are known 
to cause spasm in blood ves­ 
sels. Adrenalin, for example, 
contracts blood vessels and, in 
a person w ith Raynaud’s D is­ 
ease, may be responsible for 
further reducing the size of 
the artery and cutting off the 
blood supply. 
There is & remarkable net­ 
work of tiny nerves that sur­ 
round blood vessels. This is 
known as the sympathetic and 
para-sympathetic nervous sys­ 
tem.

Marichai had blanked the As­ 
tros on one hit through the first 
six innings and finally ended up 
MAJOR 


passing out seven hits. 
Houston pushed over one run 
In the seventh and tied It up in 
the eighth at 2-2. Bob Barton 
had singled in San Francisco's 
first run In the fourth while 
Willie Mays two-out double In 
the fifth brought In the second. 
The victory put Marichai with­ 
in 11 games of the 30-game 
mark—last made by Dizzy Dean 
for the St. Louis Cards in 1934 
when he had a 30-7 record.
